Nogales, Ariz., March I.—With the 
death of John A. Frazier expected 
hourly by surgeons at the army base 
hospital today, the Mexican bandits 
under Ezequiel Lara, who last Fri­ 
day raided the Arivaca, Ariz., post of­ 
fice, murdering Alexander 
Frazier 
and fatally wounding his brother, ap­ 
pear to have escaped into the wild 
country aohth of the border. 
Public indignation is running high 
here today. 
The expected death of 
John Frazier, who, with his brother, 
was popular in this section, may pre­ 
cipitate violence toward the populace 
of Nogales, Mexico, separated from 
the American town by only an invis­ 
ible line, although no untoward Set 
has yet occurred. 
•Army surgeons have fought valiant­ 
ly; to keep Frazier alive until his wife 
and children can arrive. They jpre rac- 
’ jug with death on a fast train en­ 
route from San Diego, Cal., to the 
bedside of the dying man. 
Withdrawal or Sheriff Earhart’s 
posse from the pursuit below the bor­ 
der where Lara's trail grew “cold,” 
and the subsequent return of the sec­ 
ond posse which went in search of 
Earhart’s men, leaves, the bandits un- 
pursued and free to make good their 
incape.

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IT SHOULD BE MADE LEGAL TO PROMOTE PUBLIC 
BEAUTY. 
We note with pleasure that Mr. Dodds, in the sale of the lots 
Win our New Roberts Addition provides certain restrictions in the 
deeds against the erection of what may be deemed undesirable 
buildings in this residential district. If necessary, we are certain 
that the city will back him by ordinance, to protect the lot pur­ 
chasers in the restrictions as provided in their deeds. 
We recollect the fight of a friend of ours, who had built 
some handsome residences in another city, against the erection of 
a public garage in the neighborhood. He had it enjoined over 
and over again, but every next morning it would show several feet 
of growth during the night. Our friend lost out in his fight, be­ 
cause he hadn’t enough municipal law to back him—and of course 
the garage deteriorated the value of all property within several 
blocks. 
The attention of schools of industrial art and organizations 
such as the American Civic Association has been called to a very 
remarkable decision of the Minnesota Supreme Court which prac­ 
tically lays down the fact that good taste in city architecture pays. 
The decision grew out of a suit of a building and investment com­ 
pany against the city building inspector of Minneapolis who had 
refused to grant a permission for the erection of an apartment 
house which he deemed was of an unseemly character and unfit­ 
ted to the neighborhood. The court upheld him, and qnder the 
ruling apartment houses may be barred out of residential dis­ 
tricts in Minneapolis if they do ifot meet the esthetic require­ 
ments of the neighborhood. 
The court, indeed, not only reversed itself in its decision, but 
brought to an end a fight that has been going on for five years. 
In sustaining the city official the court made a generalization 
which is of very wide application. For in the opinion of the court: 
“It is time that courts recognized the esthetic as a factor in 
life. 
Beauty and fitness enhance values in public and private 
structures. But it is not sufficient that the building is fit and 
proper, standing alone; it should also fit in with surrounding 
structures to some degree. People are beginning to realize this ( 
more than before and are calling for city planning by which the 
individual homes may be segregated from not only industrial and 
.mercantile districts, but also from the districts devoted to hotels 
and apartments. The act in question responds to this call and 
should be deemed to provide for a taking for a public purpose. 
This opinion is in line with the kind of thing that is being 
secured in many cities through zoning commissions and comjfre- 
jhensive plan and parkway bodies which have been given by law 
a certain discretion as to the esthetic aspect of public improve- 
I raents and the regions adjacent. It is also in line with common 
sense and is a needed warning to those who would obtrude ag­ 
gressive ugliness on the most costly civic embellishments that so 
many cities are now planning. Revolutions of this kind in public 
taste do not move backward.

THIS MARTIAN NONSENSE. 
All this discussion about communicating with the planet 
Mars sounds very foolish, if we accept the conclusions of Prof. 
Svante Arrhenius, the Swedish scientist, as given in a recent 
book, “The Destinies of the Stars.” 
Prof. Arrhenius sets forth, as a result of careful research 
aided by the most modem instruments of observation, that there 
is scarcely any atmosphere on Mars; that such thin atmosphere 
as there is contains only one-sixteenth as much oxygen as our 
own that it is therefore impossible for animal life of the earth- 
type to be sustained on Mars; that likewise there is not enough 
moisture there to sustain either animal or vegetable life; that on 
account of the atmosphereic rarity and lack of moisture, there is 
no retention of the sun’s heat as there is by the air-blanket of 
the earth, wherefore the surface of Mars as it revolves is al­ 
ternately baked and frozen, and has an average temperature of 
about 30 degrees below zero, a temperature at which any organic 
life as we know is plainly impossible. 
As regards those famous “canals,” he pronounces them mere* 
cracks on the surface of a dead, dried-up planet, produced by the 
shrinking of the crust as it cooled off, and much like the crevasses 
observable on the moon and Mercury. 
Under the circumstances, it might be as well if people would 
forget about Mars for a while, and turn their attention to develop­ 
ing canals right here in the United States, and improving the 
means of communicating intelligently between the various cities 
thereof.

IT SHOULD BE MADE LEGAL TO PROMOTE PUBLIC 
BEAUTY. 
We note with pleasure that Mr. Dodds, in the sale of the lots 
our New Roberts Addition provides certain restrictions in the 
deeds against the erection of what may be deemed undesirable 
buildings in this residential district. If necessary, we are certain 
that the city will back him by ordinance, to protect the lot pur­ 
chasers in the restrictions as provided in their deeds. 
We recollect the fight of a friend of ours, who had built i 
some handsome residences in another city, against the erection of 
a public garage in the neighborhood. 
He had it enjoined over 
and over again, but every next morning it would show several feet 
of growth during the night. Our friend lost out in his fight, be­ 
cause he hadn’t enough municipal law to back him—and of course 
the garage deteriorated the value of all property within several 
Mocks. 
The attention of schools of industrial art and organizations 
such as the American Civic Association has been called to a very 1 
remarkable decision of the Minnesota Supreme Court which prac­ 
tically lays down the fact that good taste in city architecture pays. 
The decision grew out of a suit of a building and investment com­ 
pany against the city building inspector of Minneapolis who had 
refused to grant a permission for the erection of an apartment 
house which he deemed was of an unseemly character and unfit­ 
ted to the neighborhood. 
The court upheld him, and lander the 
ruling apartment houses may be barred out of residential dis­ 
tricts in Minneapolis if they do riot meet the esthetic require­ 
ments of the neighborhood. 
The court, indeed, not only reversed itself in its decision, but 
brought to an end a fight that has been going on for five years. 
In sustaining the city official the court made a generalization 
which is of very wide application. For in the opinion of the court: 
“It is time that courts recognized the esthetic as a factor in 
life. 
Beauty and fitness enhance values in public and private 
structures. 
But it is not sufficient that the building is fit and 
proper, standing alone; it should also fit 
in with unrounding 
structures to some degree. 
People are beginning to realize this 
more than before and are calling for city planning by which the 
individual homes may be segregated from not only industrial and 
mercantile districts, but also from the districts devoted to hotels 
and apartments. 
The act in question responds to this call and 
should be deemed to provide for a taking for a public purpose. 
This opinion is in line with the kind of thing that is being 
secured in many cities through zoning commissions and comjfre- 
hensive plan and parkway bodies which have been given by law 
a certain discretion as to the esthetic aspect of public improve­ 
ments and the regions adjacent. It is also in line with common 
sense and is a needed warning to those who would obtrude ag­ 
gressive ugliness on the most costly civic embellishments that so 
many cities are now planning. Revolutions of this kind in public 
taste do not move backward.

DISCOVERIES 
To Remove Iodine Stains—It it 
very easy to remove all trace of 
iodine stains from cloth. 
Dampen 
the spot and cover with baking soda 
(put on plenty of soda), then dampen 
the soda thoroughly and let it lie for 
several hours, dampening occasion­ 
ally. 
It may be necessary to shake 
the soda off and repeat the treatment 
if the stain is a bad one. Or, if pre­ 
ferred, you can soak the spot in 
strong soda water, rub lightly and 
rinse. 
This treatm ent will remove 
even the worst spots. 
Continue un­ 
til no trace is left. So far as it has 
been tried on colored materials the 
color has remained unchanged.

also prevents the iodine eating a 
whole in the materials, as it neutral­ 
izes the acid.
